INTERNATIONAL 


An article on Monday about Omar Abdulaziz, a Saudi dissident who claims his conversations with Jamal Khashoggi 
were surveilled, overstated what is known about a report by McKinsey & Company describing Mr. Abdulaziz. 
Although the report identified him as an influential driver of dissent on social media, it is not clear whether that 
evaluation was shown to the royal court. 


An article on Monday about fallout from the “Yellow Vest” protests in France misspelled the name of a French city 
where protests turned violent on Sunday. It is Bordeaux, not Bourdeaux. 


NATIONAL 


An article on Saturday about damage from an earthquake in Alaska misstated the given name of a man who 
experienced the earthquake at his condo near the University of Alaska. His name is Tim Woody, not Todd. 


An article on Nov. 8 about the size of Democrats’ gains in midterm elections overstated or misstated the shift — the 
amount that a district voted more for Democrats or Republicans in 2018 versus 2016 — for 20 districts. Because of 
an inconsistency in how the shift was calculated for races where there was only one major party candidate running, 
the blue shift was overstated in 17 districts by six to 28 percentage points. In two districts, the shift should have 
been red instead of blue. And in one district, the red shift was overstated by 46 percentage points. 


NEW YORK 


An article on Friday about Franklin D. Roosevelt’s Manhattan townhouse misstated the office held by Calvin 
Coolidge when he defeated John W. Davis in the presidential election of 1924. He was president, not vice 
president. 


BUSINESS 


The Mediator column on Monday about the climate activist Colleen Gill misstated the given name of the director of 
the von Arx Wildlife Hospital of the Conservancy of Southwest Florida. She is Joanna Fitzgerald, not Joanne. 


SPORTS 


Because of an editing error, an article on Monday about cases of violent behavior by N.F.L. players outside of 
games misidentified the player who was suspended for the first two games of the season. It was Reuben Foster, 
not Kareem Hunt. 


ARTS 
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A photograph with an article on Nov. 23 about an exhibition of R. H. Quaytman’s work at the Guggenheim Museum 
was published in error. The picture, erroneously included in a set of images provided by the museum, showed an 
outdated version of “+ x, Chapter 34,”; it is not the current work in the show. 


OBITUARIES 


An obituary on Oct. 13 about Carol Hall, who wrote the music and lyrics for the hit Broadway musical “The Best 
Little Whorehouse in Texas,” misstated the year of her marriage to Leonard Majzlin. It was 1978, not 1973. This 
correction was delayed because the error was brought to the attention of editors only recently.
